Allthis notwithſtanding, I muſt truely confefſe 
4 (for I deale with Arg and Briarize, them that 
1 have all perſpicuity and affiſtarice ) that there isno 
4 exprefſe word in any of theſe Canons, againſt gj- 
ving or taking ſtmply, though I thinke there bee e- 
nough to faiisfie indifferent judgements. Yet if it 
bee a defeR in them, IT havea helpe for it here at 
home in our own Provinciall Conſtitutions, where, 
in a Synod at Weſtminſter, afſembled by Richard 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, I finde it thus wy”

tuity, Who knoweth not that pretiams fignificth a 
reward, aſwell as a price 2 and for mine owne part, 
I doubt not but that the Canon doth fo intend it: 
yet, to clearethe point, the words of the third Ca- 
non are expreflcly, ut nibil muneris exigatur, that 
no reward be required. X 

I ſuppoſe by this rime the offenders in this kinde 
haye left the plaine ficld ofthe Canons, and taken 
themſelves to their laſt hope and Caſtle of refuge, 
Cuſtome and preſcription, where it now reſtcth to 
beat them out. Every man knoweth that evilt cu- 
ſtomes are in their owne nature to bee aboliſhed ; 
and thoſe that be good, yet if there bee a politive 
law againſt them, they are alſo voyd. The nature 
of this cuſtome by the colleRion wee have made 
out of the Canons, is not onely declared to bee ex- 
ceſhycly bad, but, by the great generall Councell of

But the old Latine manuſcript copy of 
that Synod cleareth the queſtion, in theſe words: 
Cap. 14 urn; got ardgy tage _—_— £0M- 
eruentia putes impe aperto; Let the gifts alſo 
that are Lock the behoofe of ſoules ofa. wr ' 
paid (or delivered )atthe opening of the grave. This 
Canon neither commandeth pou 1 
for the grave , nor yet for the ſoule, but onelyli- 
miteth the time when that which is given for the 
ſoule ſhoald 'be paid. Ee therefore that tranſlated 
CanutusLawes outefSaxon,did not truely expreſſe 
ulepcear by pecunia ſepulture, nor M* Lambaerd 
{who rather affeRed eloquence then iety) 
ecunia ſepulchralis:But M* Fox mac 
by engliſhing the Latine. It is meet and right that 
in Funeralls money be given for opening the earth, 
as th&bgh the Law required that money ſhould be 
paid for the grave, whereas thatit ſpeaketh of, was 
onely for praying for the ſoule, which by the Ca- 
nons might lawfully be taken, and is that, which 
they alſo intend ſhould be paid unto the Pariſh 
Church of the deceaſed , when the body is elſe. 
where buried; for ſo an ancient paraphraſticall co. 
py of Canzrus Lawes doth expreſſe it: 51 o Cor - 
parentis aut amici ſui ex propria parochia alias 
are ad ſepeliendum voluerit, faciat pris certitu- 
dinem parochia ad quam pertinet, ſcilicet redditus 
quod Angli fauleyceat vocant , quod refte per- 
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
